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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1-8 are pending in this application. Claims 1 , 3, 5 and 7 are independent. Claims 
1 , 3, 5 and 7 are amended. 

In paragraphs 2-6 on pages 2-3, the Office Action rejects claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 under 35 
\ . IXS-C §101 because the claimed invention is allegedly directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

This rejection is respectfully traversed for at least the following reasons. 
5 Claims 3 and 7, from which claims 4 and 8 depend, respectfully, are amended as 

suggested by the Office Action- For at least this reason, it is respectfully requested that the 
i rejection of claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 be withdrawn.

I 1 as allegedly being unpatentable over Abjanic in view of Horvitz be withdrawn.
